Bandit Beheaded as Ex- 
plosion Wrecks Interior 
of Farmers’ Bank and 
Injures Score Others. 


Pittsburgh, August 24.—())—A 
man, believed to have been a maniac 
who escaped from a city hospital sey- 
eral weeks ago, late today set off a 
bomb in the Farmers Deposit Savings 
bank, killing himself and a policeman 
and injuring a score of bank em 
ployees and pedestrians. The »ank- 
ing rooms were wrecked. 

The bomber caused the exnlosion 
after he had threatened to bluw the 
bank up if a demand for $2,000 was 
refused, and just as the policeman 
who was killed was about to arrest 
him. Later tonight, the supposed ma- 
niac had not been identified but police 
were working on the theory that he 
was John T. Collins. This name was 


of Collins, relatives said they did not 
know’ where he had gone following 
his escape from the hospital. 

Escapes From Asylum. 


After throwing bricks and breaking 
furniture in the council chamber some 
time ago, Collins was sent to Mayfair 
asylum for observation.

Sanguinary Conflict. 

The battle of Peachtree creek was 
fought July 20, 1864, and in the few 
hours it lasted nearly 8,000 men Were 
hilled or wounded. This battle has 
been placed in historical records as 
one of the most sanguinary ever 
fought in any war, the percentage of 
casualties being one of the highest in 
history.

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parachute large enough to bring a Ww 


stricken airplane safely to 
ground was demonstrated here today 
by R. Carl Oecelge, formerly a naval 
air pilot who staked his life on the 
success of the invention.

URGENT AMENDMENT. 
Among the proposed constitu- 


tional amendments to be voted upon }: 


at the fall elections is one of purely 
a local nature—affecting the Ful- 
ton county school system only. It 
is of such vital importance, how- 
ever, and has such unstinted sup- 
port in the one county to which it | 
is to apply, that it is hoped there 
will not be a ‘single vote in the 
state registered against it. 

On this page Superintendent 
Jere A. Wells, of the Fulton county 
public schools, explains in detail 
this proposed amendment, and why 
it is so essential that it be ratified. 

In a nutshell, the 1922 act au- 
thorized fhose counties employing 
county agents, and vocational and 
home economics teachers, to levy a 
county-wide tax, was declared un- 
constitutional by the supreme court, 
in an appeal from Laurens county. 
This was by a reversal of a prior 
decision sustaining its constitution- 
ality. The last supreme court de- 
cision was predicated upon a tech- 
nical defect in the act. 

Under the 1922 act Fulton coun- 
ty had set aside a definite sum for 
the support of its schools in addi- 
tion to the regular levy imposed on 
all taxable property outside of the 
independent school systems. This 
cannot be done for the 1926-27 
term by reason of the supreme 
court decision, and the county 
schools will materially suffer by 
reason of the existing inhibition. 

At the last session of the legis- 
lature a constitutional amendment, 
asked for by the Fulton delegation, 
was submitted and for the specific 
purpose of curing the technical de- 
fect, and allowing Fulton to set 
aside from its general tax fund a 
sum sufficient for proper school 
maintenance. 

It is absolutely necessary as the 
State and special-tax school alloca- 
tions do not aggregate enough to 
meet the county’s school demands 
for standard terms, etc. 

There should not be a dissenting 
voice in Fulton as to this amend- 
ment. It does not mean any in- 
crease in taxation, but merely a 
school allocation. Superintendent 
Wells explains this thoroughly. As 
there is no voice against it in Ful- 
ton, and as it applies only to Ful- 
ton, certainly there should be no 
yoice against it In the state. It fs 
earnestly hoped the amendment 
will be overwhelmingly ratified. 


THE MARKETING PROBLEM. 


In a bulletin just issued by Gen- 
eral Manager Purvis, of the Georgia 
& Florida railway, entitled ‘‘Produc- 
tion and Distribution,” he. says: 

“We believe that the low prices re- 
ceived by farmers for their water- 
melons and other perishable products 
this season was not caused by over- 
production, but by faulty distribution. 
Practically every distributor and pro- 
ducer sent his products to the prin- 
cipal markets like New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, ete.; while 
these markets were glutted, there 
were hundreds of smaller cities that 
would have welcomed these products 
at a price which would have enabled 
the grower to realize a profit on his 
crop.” 

This is the position consistently 
taken by The Cohstitution, and time | 
and again the remedy has been 
suggested. 

Balanced production and cooper- 
ative marketing are the only cures 
for a condition such as recited by 
the railroad manager, and which is 
undeniably true, as every student 
of commodity marketing in Georgia 
knows. 

The general manager of the Geor- 
gia & Florida railway takes the same 
view The Constitution has repeated- 
ly taken, and advances the follow- 
ing statement as to how it has 
worked at a little shipping point 
called Barwick, Ga., where a com- 
munity cooperative marketing as- 
sociation was organized: 

“During the past season they have 
shipped 625 cars of watermelons, 1,- 
125,000 pounds of peanuts, 25 car- 
loads of cabbage, 10 carloads of snap- 
beans and squash, 10 cars of turnips, 


20 cars corn, 10 carloads miscellane- 


ous shipments of sweet potatoes, green 
corn, carrots, etc. Every car was 
properly graded, Results: The high- 
est market price.” 


As balanced production and as 
cooperation succeeded in the Bar- 
wick community it can succeed in 
every community. As cooperative 
marketing succeeded there in mar- 
keting 625 cars of watermelons, it 
can succeed with every melon and 
every peach and every other farm 
product shipped out of Georgia.

Editor Constitution: 


preparation for the opening of the 
1926-27 term of the Fulton county 
schools, I am wondering if the pub- 
lic realizes the financial crisis which 
confronts the county board of educa- 
tion. May I enlist the aid of your 
valuable paper in bringing these facts 
before the people? . 
The legislature of 1922 passed a 
bill authorizing county boards of edu- 
cation te levy a county-wide tax for 
educational purposes. This bill ap- 
plied only to those counties employing 
county agents, vocational and home 
economics teachers. After this law 
was upheld by the supreme court in 
a case an ealed from the superior 
court of Floyd county, Fulton and

smany other counties of the state avail- 


ed themselves of its provisions. Re- 
cently the supreme court reversed its 
opinion in a similar vase appealed 
from Laurens county, thereby depriv- 
ing many counties of this means of 
revenue fer educational work. 

To correct a technical defect of the 
1922 bill the recent session of the 
legislature passed a constitutional 
amendment authorizing Fulton county 
to continue to levy and collect the 
one mill tax f-: 
school system. It is necessary for 
this amendment to be ratified in the 
general election in November if our 
commissioners are to eontinue to 
| wage necessary aid for the schools. 

his does not mean any tax increase, 
but merely legalizes the setting apart 
by the commissioners of a definite 
sum for educational purposes. 

For the support of the county 
schoolg a levy of 71-2 mills is im- 
posed on all taxable pruperty outside 
of the pe pag school systems. 
But this with the state appropriation 
is inadequate to operate the schools 
six or possibly seven 
months, much less to carry on the 
necessary building and repair work. 

The 1923 school census shows that 
the Fulton county school system has

HEALTH TALKS

FADS IN BABY FOOD. 

Recently somebody inquired about 
feeding a baby “‘lactic acid milk” and 
I branded that a fad. 

A medical man now asks what is 
my objection to lactic acid milk, or 
other acidified milk for a baby. 

When milk sours it develops lactic 
acid. The lactie acid is produced by 
fermentation of the milk sugar or 
lactose which is the worm in which 
carbohydrate occurs in milk. The 
fermentation is carried on by bacteria 
which are universally or normally 
present in milk. Some of these bac- 


teria are killed off by the process of 
pasteurization. Pasteurization means 
heating the milk (or other food) up to 
145 degrees Fahrenheit and no higher, 
and holding at that temperature for 
about 20 minutes, then cooling again. 
That degree and duration of heat is 
sufficient to kill any disease germs 
which may be in the milk, say tuber- 
cle bacilli either from tubercular cows 
or possibly from contamination of 
the milk after milking, if some one 
with tuberculosis handles the milk. 

1 am glad to quote here five con- 
elusions drawn from very large ex- 
perience in the feeding of infants by 
Dr. Clifford G. Grulee, a recognized 
authority on the subject: 

1. Seven out of eight babies under 
six months of age can be fed in whole 
or in pdrt on the breast. 

2. Cereals and vegetables can be 
used to advantage in feeding infants 
in the second six months of life. 

8. Acid milks are necessary in only 
one in 300 cases of infant feeding. - 

4. It may be necessary to substi- | 
tute for cane sugar some other form 
of sugar in less than 10 per cent of 
artificially fed babies. 

5. There is probably no advantage 
whatever in the use of proprietary 
infant foods, and practically no indi- 
cation for their use. 

I hope readers who are attempting 
to feed defenseless infants from 
pretty packages and costly cans will 
read conclusion No. 5 over and over 
again and then see whether they can- 
not somehow contrive to give the 
bimbo a fair deal for the rest of the 
sentence. If you want some help 
and guidance for following out rule 
No. 5, send me a stamped addressed 
envelope and ask for instructions for 


feeding the baby.

Testimony that Manley realized ap- 
proximately $1,800,000 in Florida 
transactions and that he now suffers 
from an enlargement of the heart so 
that any undue excitement may prove 
fatal, was given by Judge Arthur 
Powell, of Maniey’s counsel. He was 
questioned at length concerning the 
banker's Florida transactions by At- 
torney Hugh Dorsey, representing the 
banker’s creditors. Throughout be 
insisted that Manley is insane and 
that a guardian should be appointed 
to handle his business affairs. 

Dr. Allen testified that Manley is 
in an insane condition produced by 
cerebro-arterior-schlerosic-psychosis, a 
state of mental disease resulting from 
hardening of the cerebral arteries. 

Suffers Many Illusions. 

Dr. Allen testified that Manley had 
various kinds of delusions and fan- 
tasies, citing several instances which 
he deciared went to prove that the 
banker was in “an insane condition.” 

Manley is easily flattered, accord- 
ing to Dr. Allen, who voiced opinion 
that Manley was changing from the 
“excitement stage,” which indicated 
an ultimate state of “hopeless men- 
tality.” 

Attorney Dorsey asked the witness 
if it were not possible that Manley 
was feigning insanity; if it would 
have been possible for a sane man 
to bave done all the things Manley 
has done. Dr. Allen replied that a 
sane man could have done some of 
the eccentric things attributed to 
Manley but that the banker showed 
undeniable symptoms of _ insanity 
which could not be feigned. 

“Was Manley suffering from pa- 
resis?” Mr. Dorsey asked. 

Dr. Allen replied that he was not 
and that his condition was due to hard- 
ening of cerebral arteries. 

Compares Wilson’s Condition. 

Mr. Dorsey asked the witness wheth- 
er he knew that Manley’s condition 
is the same as the condition of Wod- 
row Wilson just before the president’s 
death. Dr.. Allen deciared that he 
was not familiar with the malady 
which affected the president. 

Mr. Dorsey said that Wilson re- 
tained his mental faculties up to 
the hour of death, and asked Dr. 
Allen if he knew that. His reply was 
that the condition of the two men 
could not have been the same, as it 
would have been impossible for a per- 
son suffering from disorders’ that 
Manley is suffering to retain his men- 
tal reasoning. ; 

Dr. Allen was asked to point out 
that section in a book on insanity that 
described Manley’s condition. Before 
he could comply the hearing was ad- 
journed.

Although he admits having given 
her medicines and pills of a variety 
found on her person when she was 
brought to the hospital, he adminis- 
tered them, Balanescu said, “only to 
make her: well and not to kill her.” 


Balanesco, 21-year-old Frenchman, 
said he once studied medicine in Par- 
is, later became an assistant phar- 
macist, and then took up the study of 
medicine here at Western Reserve uni- 
versity, while employed at a drug 
store, 

He called Dorothy his sweetheart, 
and told a pathetic story of the ‘“‘mor- 
bid spells that came over her and 
threw her into fits of depression.” 

Denies Knowledge of Drugs. 

It was during these times of de- 
pression that he gave Miss Kirk med- 
icines, Balanesco said, but he denied 
any knowledge of drugs or poisons 
that she may have taken. 

Mrs. Anna Balanescu, mother of the 
youth, came to his support today when 
police confronted him with discovery 
of three bushel baskets of medicines 
and pills found in his room. 

These, she claimed, were her own 
property and had been prescribed by 
physicians at Lakeside hospital, 
where she was under treatment for a 
chronic ailment. 


Romance Starts at Church, 


The romance between Balanescu and 
Miss Kirk began at a church service 
seven months aga. For five months 
the young man had been courting 
Miss Kirk, taking her to church and 
to the theater. 

From this point detectives are at- 
tempting to unravel the weird story. 

One of the theories advanced by 
police tonight was that the girl, inno- 
cent of the result of the drug habit, 
unconsciously had become the victim 
of an experiment with narcotics, 

Balanescu is alleged to have told 
the girl he was a physician. 

When he took the girl to the hos- 
pital a few hours before her death 
Sunday she was unconscious and at- 
tendants were unable to revive her. 


ERMIL BALANESCU 
IS FRENCH BOY. 

Cleveland, Ohio, August 24.—Ermil 
Balangscu, bright-eyed French boy be- 
lieved to have killed his sweetheart 
with “love pills,” presented police here 
tonight with an unprecedented problem 
in criminology. ; 

Dorothy Kirk, his‘ unintended vic- 
tim, died at a hospital last Sunday. 
apparently from poisoning. Yet no 
violent poison was found by exam- 
ination of her vital organs. Instead, 
physicians found a complex mixture 
of opiates and hypnotics. ; 

Belanescu has admitted giving her 
“love potions to make her gay.” It 
was to dispell a fit of depression that 
the last dose was administered, Bala- 
nescu told police. The fatal illness 
followed. 

If that last dose of pills killed Dor- 
othy, as police believe, is Balanescu a 
murderer? Investigators agree that 
he did not intend to do her harm. 
Psychiatrists will probably be called 
in to help solve the problem. 

Balanescu wept convulsively in his 
cell at the city jail toniht, not, he 
said, for his own predicament so much 
as for the death of his sweetheart. 

“I loved her and she loved me,” he 
sobbed. “I tried to help her, not 
harm her. I gave her love pills when 
she was depressed to make her love 
me more and to make her happy.” 

Meanwhile at an undertaking par- 
lor a heart-broken mother, Mrs. Mae; 
Kirk, from Canal Fulton, a_ little 
Ohio town, was arranging for Doro- 
thy’s burial. Her body will be tak- 
en back to the home she left six years 
ago in search of adventure and ro- 
mance, -
